The commencement exercises were 
i interesting throughout and it may be 
said to the credit of the students and 
those who worked with them that all 
the programs and class affairs were 
brilliantly planned and executed.

Sunday morning, the elass play Mon­ 
day night and the graduation exerci­ 
ses Tuesday night. 
Large 
crowds 
were present for all these programs, 
completely filling and overflowing the 
big auditorium of the new high school 
building, where all the exercises were 
held. 
Baccalaureate Service 
The baccalaureate service Sunday 
morning was a beautiful service, with 
a strong and interesting sermon de­ 
livered by Dr. W. 1*. Wilkes, pastor 
of the First Baptist church of Brown- 
wood. 
Four preachers had sons or daugh­ 
ters in the graduating class and it had 
been the intention of the school man­ 
agement to have all four of these min­ 
isters take part in the services. This, 
however could not be, because of the 
absence of two of them who were out 
of the city on that date, these being 
ltev. Forrest Maddox, pastor of the 
First Baptist church of 
Comanche, 
who was preaching the sermon

D. Kursell, pastor of the Comanche 
circuit, Methodist church, who was 
also filling a preaching engagement 
out of the city.

The graduates assembled to receive 
their diplomas Tuesday night made 
an aggregation of which any commu­ 
nity might he proud.

The Chief has received the follow­ 
ing communication from A. L. Mc­ 
Daniel, representative in the legisla­ 
ture from Comanche and Mills coun­ 
ties : 
Editor Comanche Chief. 
Austin, Texas, May 18, 1923. 
Dear S ir:—To my constituency I 
wish to state that I am unalterably 
opposed to the Dinkle Ineome Tax 
bill and the bill creating a hoard of 
equalization. 
These hills were both 
killed in the second called session but 
the board of equalization bill was in­ 
troduced again shortly after the begin­ 
ning of the third colled session, and 
this morning the Dinkle income tax 
bill, being House Bill No. 30, after 
having been re-drafted, was placed on 
first reading. 
I consider that Dinkle ineome tax 
tglll, if enacted into law, will impose 
a double taxation, which is 
unfair 
and u n ju st; and my reason for oppos­ 
ing the creation of a hoard of equali­ 
zation is that it would take the pow­ 
er of equalizing taxes out 
of 
the 
hands of the county boards of equal­ 
ization and place it in the hands of 
a state board which would have su­ 
pervisory control over 
the 
county 
boards and the equalization of taxes 
on all property within tin* state. This, 
to my mind, not only incurs an un­ 
necessary expense, thereby placing an 
extra burden on the taxpayer, but is 
contrary to a real democratic form 
of government by not allowing us lo­ 
cal self-government. Very truly yours, 
a . l .

P. S.—Another reason of mine for 
ipposing the creation of a state board 
of equalization is that if one wanted 
to contest the decision of the local 
board they would have to come to Aus­ 
tin for redress against that 
board, 
which would entail a lot of trouble 
and expense; whereas, if the author­ 
ity is kept within the county in which 
the* property in question is located one 
could have redress within his 
own 
ounty.

Charley Denny, T. J. Williams, 
Walter Durham and J. R. Ennes, all 
of whom have made a start during the 
last year or two 
toward 
putting 
themselves among the 
Texas pecan 
growers. 
Pecan growing on a scale that will 
make it of commercial Importance is 
one of the industries now developing 
about Comanche. 
Charley Denny has 
planted 100 acres of pecans on his 
farm eight miles north of Comanche 
and T. ,T. Williams, general manager 
of Higginbotham Bros. & 
Co., 
has 
planted 120 acres on his farm three 
miles northenst of town. 
These are 
now in their second year. J. B. Fiel­ 
der is another citizen of this section 
giving some attention to pecan grow­ 
ing, with 20 acres of pecan plantings 
now in their second year. 
Walter Durham 
has 
planted 
SO 
acres on his farm four miles northeast 
of town, now in their first year. Er­ 
nest Denny has twenty acres, also now 
of the yearling stage. 
The seed planted here are of the 
Halbert variety, tin* growers believ­ 
ing the western variety would do bet­ 
ter here.

the plants on the Williams farm and 
also on several hundred of those of 
Fielder and Ernest Denny. 
Quite a number of other farmers 
and landowners al>out Comanche are 
becoming interested in pecan culture, 
it is said, and probably several hun­ 
dred acres more will be planted next 
year. 
Mr. Denny, who is the 
pio­ 
neer in peeanlng in this 
immediate 
section, Is of the opinion that the sea­ 
son for planting is now passed, and 
that it will not be wise to plant any 
more until next February. 
Pecans planted now will tie bearing 
light erops in about three years, but 
are expected to take eight 
or 
ten 
years for them to develop to real com­ 
mercial propositions. 
In the 
mean­ 
time, the owners will go ahead rais­ 
ing field erops along with their pecan 
frees, with no considerable loss of 
acreage. 
N. A. Palmer of this city is one of 
the directors of the 
Texas 
Pecan 
Growers Association. 
For the Brown 
wood meeting, it is announced, the 
following subjects will be discussed 
and demonstrations given by the lead­ 
ing pecan experts of the country : 
Market of pecan; budding, topping 
and propagation; insect enemies and 
diseases; spraying; report on federal 
and states investigations and experi­ 
ments; practical care of orchards.

the other end of this area lies Dallas, 
tii" metropolis of the great Southwest 
lestined in its turn to he the greatest 
city under southern skies. 
The ambi­ 
tion of every up and going community 
in north and central Texas should he 
to get direct rail connection with this 
market place of the Southwest if it 
already has not this advantage. Now 
take your pencil and draw on your
